Well struck with mellowed mint-red 
color and some obverse spotting. 

59 1911-S MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. All but unknown finer, this is 
a lovely Gem quality representative of this scarce S-mint Lincoln. 
The mark-free surfaces display pleasing overall definition. 

60 1915-D MS 66 Brown NGC. There is considerable faded mint color 
in evidence amid steel-blue overtones. Fully defined on each side 
with no visible carbon. 

61 1915-D MS 64 Red PCGS. Free of bothersome contact marks and 
carbon spots, this orange-brown specimen is temptingly close to an 
even higher grade designation. 

62 1916-S MS 63 Red NGC. Deep red color highlights this totally orig¬ 
inal Lincoln cent. Unfortunately, there are a number of carbon flecks 
on the surfaces. 

63 1918-D MS 64 Red NGC. Pleasing quality in this 1910s small cent 
delivery, the surfaces are free of distracting spots and abrasions. 

64 1919-S MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Original mint luster underlies 
the rich cherry-red and brown toning seen across both sides. Sharply 
struck in all areas. An attractive Gem example of this scarce early 
Lincoln cent. Population: 15 in 65, none finer. 

65 1924-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Elusive finer, the present near-Gem 
offers relative affordability and memorable eye appeal. The golden- 
orange surfaces exhibit mottled lilac highlights at select light angles 
and bold definition throughout. 


66 1952-S cent MS 67 Red NGC, this vivid orange-red specimen is 
indicative of the technical quality that resides at the Superb Gem 
grade tier; 1955-S cent MS 67 Red NGC, mottled coloration on the 
reverse hardly inhibits the fire-red luster and pristine surfaces; and a 
1948-S nickel MS 65 ANACS, 5 Steps, Breen-2715, in his Encyclo¬ 
pedia, Walter Breen classifies this variety as the ‘Knob-Tail S.’ 
(Total: 3 coins) 

67 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 62 Brown NGC. This otherwise glossy- 
brown survivor exhibits blushes of original luster about the obverse 
periphery. Free of individually distracting contact marks, this is a 
suitable Mint State representative of this famous error cent 

68 1972/72 Doubled Die MS 66 Brown NGC. The surfaces are a medi¬ 
um brown color with some delicate red undertones. Fully struck 
throughout, close examination reveals a fingerprint on the obverse.

69 1913 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Orange-red luster combines with 

lilac and golden-brown iridescence to impart memorable eye appeal 
to this example. As befits the respected grade assessment, neither the 
striking qualities nor the surface preservation are worthy of criti¬ 
cism. 


CERTIFIED TWO CENT PIECES 


70 1864 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. A lovely, solid-Gem two cent 
piece with dusky, faded red color over each side. 

71 1864 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. The orange-brown surfaces dis¬ 
play ample evidence of the care with which this example was pre¬ 
served since the Civil War. A popular first-year issue.

While the 
balance of the faces display orange-russet iridescence, the central 
reverse is essentially brilliant Razor sharp delineation is character¬ 
istic of this die variety. 

132 1832 AU 58 PCGS. V-l, LM-3, R.l. This original specimen displays 
intermingled swirls of electric-blue and champagne-russet irides¬ 
cence that are more extensive over the obverse. The underlying sur¬ 
faces are largely free of post-production abrasions and the features 
show crisp definition. A strong candidate for inclusion in a circulat¬ 
ed type set. 

133 1832 MS 64 PCGS. V-8, LM-5, R.l. Mint brilliance is seen over 
most of each side with a faint glimmer of underlying semi-reflectiv¬ 
ity present also. Deep toning surrounds the devices. 

134 1833 MS 64 PCGS. LM-9, V-6, R.2. Brilliant throughout, the sur¬ 
faces sparkle with prooflike intensity on each side. The die polish 
that created the prooflike fields also hollowed out an oval-shaped 
hole in the lowest curl of Liberty’s hair—an interesting fashion 
statement in the otherwise never-changing appearance of William 
Kneass’ depiction of Liberty. Sharply struck at the peripheries but 
weakly defined in the centers, as often found. 

135 1834 MS 63 NGC. LM-4, V-4, R.l. This untoned specimen displays 
a pronounced prooflike finish. The bold strike elicits every last 
design element, although both sides exhibit numerous light contact 
marks that rule out a near-Gem assessment. (See Color Photo) 

136 1835 MS 65 NGC. Large Date, Large 5C. V-3, LM-3, R. 1. A sharply 
struck Gem that has sparkling, nearly brilliant surfaces. This is a 
coin that would make a fine type piece.

137 1837 No Stars MS 64 NGC. An important coin for Mint State type 
purposes, the faces reveal dove-gray patination that speaks volumes 
for this specimen’s originality. Golden and electric-blue accents are 
noted throughout. The boldly impressed devices do full justice to 
Christian Gobrecht’s original Liberty Seated conception. 

138 1851-0 MS 62 NGC. Mottled charcoal highlights are confined to the 
lower obverse and upper reverse peripheries. The balance of the sur¬ 
faces display warm golden-gray highlights and both sides are suit¬ 
ably impressed. Widespread melting claimed many of the 860,000 
half dimes that flowed from the New Orleans Mint’s presses in 1851. 

139 1852 MS 63 NGC. Original deep olive mottling with an overlay of 
dove-gray color clothes this original, well struck piece. 

140 1853 No Arrows MS 62 ANACS. Far scarcer than its With Arrows 
counterpart, this P-mint half dime registered a paltry original 
mintage of only 135,000 pieces. The otherwise silver-gray surfaces 
reveal mottled highlights of russet iridescence throughout. This 
satiny Mint State survivor should be of obvious importance to Lib¬ 
erty Seated collectors. 

141 1858 MS 65 NGC. The placid, satiny surfaces display an essentially 
cobalt-blue appearance that is markedly lighter on the reverse. Care¬ 
ful inspection does, however, reveal brighter colors over the central 
obverse. Fascinating clash marks are noted throughout the obverse 
field. 


142 1861 half dime AU 55 NGC, undeniably original, the still-lustrous 
faces exhibit dove-gray patina that yields to intense electric-blue and 
lilac shades at select angles of observation; and a 1934 Texas half 
MS 65 PCGS, mottled russet highlights interrupt the otherwise even, 
slate-gray patina. (Total: 2 coins) 

143 1861 MS 65 NGC. As one’s glance moves from the rims to the cen¬ 
ters, shades of golden-green, electric-blue, and crimson-russet run 
their course before terminating in near-brilliance.

145 1837 dime No Stars VF 20 ANACS, Rotated Dies, a problem-free 
coin for the grade, the reverse is a few degrees away from medal ori¬ 
entation; and an 1897 quarter MS 61 ANACS, an attractive coin for 
the grade, the smartly impressed, untoned surfaces are devoid of 
mentionable contact marks. (Total: 2 coins) 

146 1838-0 No Stars AU 55 ANACS. Greer-102. A scarce issue that is 
often overlooked by type collectors seeking its P-mint counterpart, 
dedicated students of the series should carefully consider this near- 
Mint survivor. Satiny and original, the surfaces exhibit soft golden- 
russet overtones throughout. Both sides are sharply impressed and 
free of bothersome circulation marks. 

147 1853 Arrows MS 66 PCGS. With smooth surfaces that are indica¬ 
tive of the respected grade designation, one could hardly ask for a 
nicer Gem quality type coin. The brilliant faces display pleasing 
cartwheel characteristics that speak volumes for the rich endowment 
of mint frost that accompanies both sides. The strike is razor sharp 
throughout, although, for accuracy, we mention scattered striations 
(as produced) in the obverse field. Population: 15 in 66, 12 finer 
(9/99). 

148 1876 MS 65 NGC. This untoned specimen’s rich endowment of mint 
frost is easily its most memorable feature. The sharply struck 
devices and pristine surfaces also serve to justify the vaunted Gem 
grade designation. 

149 1877 MS 65 PCGS. Snow-white and deeply prooflike with intense 
cameo contrast on each side. A few bagmarks and slight haziness in 
the fields are about all that betray this coin’s status as a business 
strike, giving new me anin g to the term “proof-like.” 

150 1885 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with slight softness on Liberty’s head 
and a couple of small, dark spots on the reverse. 

151 1891 MS 64 PCGS. Light patina overlays both sides in a somewhat 
mottled fashion, but the frosty luster radiates through the holder with 
undiminished intensity.

155 1911 MS 65 PCGS. Thick, rich mint frost radiates through the hold¬ 
er uninhibited by even the faintest patination.

156 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and sharp with a hint of milky patina on 
each side. 

157 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, lustrous, and well defined. Several dark 
toning spots are seen on the reverse. 

Pinpoint striking with gold and russet toning 
that mutes the full, underlying luster.

163 1926-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Well defined with light golden 
toning and a few small imperfections. 

164 1927-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Despite an original mintage of 
more than 4.7 million pieces, this S-mint issue is anything but com¬ 
mon with this combination of strike and surface preservation. Oth¬ 
erwise untoned, both the obverse and the reverse exhibit faint gold¬ 
en highlights about the rims.

Although not 
complete, the strike is bold and significant for a survivor of this oth¬ 
erwise poorly produced delivery. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

173 1858 MS 64 NGC. This original example should be of obvious 
importance among Mint State type collectors. The satiny surfaces 
exhibit slate-gray and russet patina that deepens to blue-green 
shades about the upper reverse periphery. The strike is free of criti¬ 
cism and the underlying surfaces are smooth and indicative of full 
Gem preservation. 

174 1879 MS 65 PCGS. The sharply struck devices display uncommon¬ 
ly thick frosty luster. The fields, although more thinly veiled, still 
reveal looping cartwheel luster. Essentially untoned, both sides 
reveal delicate russet peripheral accents. A popular issue and the first 
in a series of low mintage P-mint deliveries that lasted through 1890. 

175 1891 MS 63 PCGS. Full luster with slight peripheral striking weak¬ 
ness and noticeable black spots on Liberty’s foot. 

176 1891 MS 64 NGC. This untoned example carries swirling mint frost 
and nicely struck features. A popular last-year issue among Mint 
State type collectors. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

177 1878 PR 63 PCGS. This uniformly reflective piece is untoned save 
for pale russet coloration about the rims. The carefully produced sur¬ 
faces are free of the individually bothersome impairments that often 
plague similarly graded examples. 

178 1891 PR 63 NGC. Russet iridescence over the right obverse inter¬ 
rupts the otherwise milky-gray faces. Despite this toning scheme, 
the mirrored fields are readily visible at most angles of observation. 
The razor sharp strike does full justice to the design, but scattered 
hairlines confirm the validity of the PR 63 assessment. Nevertheless, 
this final-year proof specimen should be of obvious importance to 
type collectors.

179 1892 MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned, the surfaces reveal an essentially 
brilliant appearance. The lustrous, mark-free surfaces accentuate the 
sharply impressed focal features. An undeniable Gem and a strong 
candidate for inclusion in an advanced type set. 

180 1895-0 MS 62 NGC. An important Mint State survivor of this early 
O-mint delivery, the focal features display noteworthy delineation 
for the issue. Lightly toned in golden-gray hues, but the swirling 
mint frost radiates forth with undiminished intensity. 

181 1900-0 MS 65 PCGS. While the pristine surfaces are indicative of 
the vaunted Gem assessment, this coin’s originality is easily its most 
memorable feature. Mottled champagne-russet, lilac-gray, and gold¬ 
en-blue iridescence blankets both sides and deepens somewhat about 
the obverse rim. The strike is quite bold for an O-mint Barber quar¬ 
ter and the luster radiates powerfully through the holder as well as 
the overlying toning scheme.

182 1901-S Good 4 PCGS. With an original mintage of only 72,664 
pieces, it is little wonder that this key date Barber quarter is a prized 
commodity in all levels of preservation. Heavily worn, the central 
focal features are suitably outlined. Mottled crimson accents overlay 
the otherwise golden-gray surfaces. An important opportunity for 
dedicated collectors of the series and a problem-free coin for the 
grade. 

183 1906 MS 64 PCGS. Swirling mint frost dances beneath the thin veil 
of golden-russet toning. The strike is free of criticism and the near- 
Gem surfaces offer noteworthy technical quality despite surprising 
affordability. 

184 1908 MS 64 NGC. The smoky-gold patina that overlays both sides 
hardly inhibits the underlying luster characteristics. As befits the 
assigned grade, there are no individually mentionable contact marks 
on the largely smooth surfaces. 

185 1908 MS 64 NGC. The faces reveal remarkably intense frosty luster 
in a Barber quarter. An untoned, attractive type coin candidate. 

186 1908-0 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined. The bright, satin-like sur¬ 
faces are almost brilliant, but close examination shows numerous 
flecks of color scattered around the devices. A nice O-mint type coin. 

187 1916-D MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with typical luster character¬ 
istics. A slightly granular surface texture and a few marks show over 
the face and neck of Liberty. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTER 

188 1913 PR 64 PCGS. The smoky-gray iridescence that overlays the 
obverse hardly inhibits the deeply mirrored qualities of the faces. 
Razor sharp definition and problem-free surfaces round out the 
pleasing eye appeal of this near-Gem. 

CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

189 1916-Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The rough sur¬ 
faces betray prior mishandling, but both sides exhibit rich charcoal- 
gray toning that imparts a surprisingly attractive appearance. With 
razor sharp definition and only slight wear across the highpoints, this 
is a suitable representation of this prized 20th century quarter rarity. 

190 1917 Type One MS 63 Full Head PCGS. Sharply defined and essen¬ 
tially untoned. The luster is slightly subdued compared to what is 
often seen on this issue, and there are several dark spots overall. 

191 1920 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with good luster characteristics, but not 
quite fully struck on the head of Liberty and date. 

192 1928-D MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous with problem-free sur¬ 
faces for the grade. 

193 1930 MS 65 PCGS. Well defined with mottled golden toning and 
considerable detail on Liberty’s head. 

194 1930 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Crisply defined and lustrous with 
traces of light toning. 

195 1930 MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Mottled charcoal highlights about the 
upper reverse periphery interrupt the otherwise brilliant faces. With 
razor sharp definition and pristine features, this last-year example 
would fit comfortably into any Gem quality type collection.

196 1932-D MS 64 NGC. Noteworthy quality for this key date, low 
mintage (436,800 pieces) Washington quarter. Well struck and 
frosty, both sides exhibit mottled shades of lilac-gray and smoky- 
gold color.

197 1932-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright and satiny, the surfaces are untoned 
except for a slight peripheral accent of golden patina on the reverse.

202 1795 Fine 12 NGC. 0-109, R.4. The fields reveal a few light abra¬ 
sions below the right (facing) ribbon and inside star 14 , but the sur¬ 
faces are otherwise smooth and problem-free for the grade. Laven¬ 
der-gray and olive patination lies swirled together over both sides 
and confirms the originality of this specimen. Suitably detailed with¬ 
in the confines of this grade level, this is a relatively affordable 
example that belongs in a circulated type set (See Color Photo) 

203 1795 XF 40 NGC. 0-125, R.5. Adjustment marks (as produced) are 
noted about the reverse periphery, but the surfaces are curiously free 
of circulation impairments for a coin that saw 20 points of wear. 
Lilac-gray patina overlays both sides and the central features display 
pleasing definition within the confines of this grade level. A suitable 
and important circulated representation of this scarce die marriage. 

204 1806/5 VF 30 PCGS. 0-101, R.3. A pleasing circulated representa¬ 
tive of this popular overdate, both sides exhibit lilac-gray patina with 
soft golden undertones throughout. The remaining definition is 
indicative of the Choice Very Fine grade tier.

sides that gradually deepens toward the borders. Full, satiny luster, 
there are no singularly mentionable abrasions.

209 1875-S MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned in golden hues, both the obverse

213 1893-S half VG 8 ANACS, golden-gray toning blankets both sides 
of this scarce, low mintage (740,000 pieces) S-mint half; and an 
1892-S dollar XF 45 ANACS, suitable mint luster still remains 
below the orange-russet and lilac-gray patination.

214 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Nicely frosted and free of detracting surface dis¬ 
ruptions, we wholeheartedly endorse this near-Gem representative to 
Mint State type collectors and Barber half dollar specialists alike.

1878-CC MS 61 PCGS, boldly defined and lustrous; 1880-CC MS 
61, the strike is typically weak and leaves the central devices incom¬ 
plete; 1880-CC MS 62, the heavily frosted faces exhibit numerous 
grade-defining luster grazes and bagmarks; 1881-CC MS 62, as 
befits this low mintage issue, every last detail rises powerfully 
through the holder; 1884-CC MS 62, golden iridescence about the 
right reverse periphery interrupts the otherwise brilliant surfaces; 
and an 1885-CC MS 62, an affordable representation of this popular 
CC-mint issue. All coins are PCGS certified. (Total: 6 coins) 

1878-CC MS 64 PCGS. Pinpoint striking with glistening white lus¬ 
ter and some reflectivity. 

1878-CC MS 65 PCGS. Among early Morgan dollar issues from the 
Carson City Mint, the 1878 is relatively elusive at the MS 65 grade 
tier. Untoned and heavily frosted, the present specimen displays a 
razor sharp strike that elicits every last feature. The reverse is rotat¬ 
ed about 70 degrees clockwise in relation to the obverse. 

1878-S MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are free of mentionable bag- 
marks and would easily support a more respected grade assessment. 
Pleasing cartwheel luster rolls gently around the smartly impressed 
features. 

1878-S MS 65 PCGS. The rich endowment of mint frost cartwheels 
around the sharply impressed features. Liberty’s smooth cheek is 
indicative of the vaunted MS 65 designation. 

1878-S MS 65 PCGS; and a 1900 MS 65 PCGS. Both coins display 
rich mint frost and crisp definition that radiates through the holder 
uninhibited by either contact marks or toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

1878- S MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with intricate detailing on each 
side, the surfaces are untoned and free from any distracting abra¬ 
sions. 

1879 MS 64 PCGS. A razor sharp strike with some reflectivity. 

1879 MS 64 PCGS. An eye appealing specimen, sporting frosty 
devices and a completely untoned appearance overall. 

1879- 0 MS 64 PCGS. Unusually bold definition for the issue with 
full, bright luster and traces of golden peripheral toning. 

1879-S MS 66 PCGS. A pristine, frosty-white specimen that is vir¬ 
tually blemish-free. 

1880 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and bright with light facial marks 
that limit the grade. 

1880 MS 64 PCGS. Free of unduly bothersome bagmarks, the sur¬ 
faces are at the threshold of a full Gem assessment. As befits the 
issue, both the striking and luster characteristics are immune to crit- 


1880-CC MS 63 PCGS, two examples; and (2) 1885-CC MS 63 
PCGS. All coins are heavily frosted and adequately impressed. 
Numerous contact marks account for the MS 63 designations. (Total: 
4 coins) 

1880-CC MS 64 PCGS. With above average definition for the issue 
and thick mint frost, this lightly toned example would fit comfort¬ 
ably into any near-Gem assembly of Morgan dollars. 
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1880-CC MS 64 PCGS. The razor sharp strike is well above par for 
the issue. Untoned, the surfaces reveal the rich endowment of mint 
frost that typifies many cartwheels from the Carson City Mint. 

1880-CC 8/High 7 MS 65 PCGS. VAM-5. Frosty-white and sharply 
struck with a band of cobalt-blue and gold peripheral toning on the 
reverse from 4 to 8 o’clock. 

1880-CC 8/Low 7 MS 65 PCGS. A crystal-clear example of this 
prominent overdate variety with nearly all of the 7 showing under 
the second 8 in the date. 

1880-0 MS 63 PCGS. Untoned and frosty with a few stacking 
marks mostly on the obverse. 

1880-0 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with the normal 
marks for the grade. 

1880-0 MS 63 PCGS. The hair over Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s 
breast display noteworthy definition for a silver dollar from the 
southern branch mint. The brilliant faces allow for full appreciation 
of the swirling frosty luster. 

1880-0 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and bright with an above average 
strike and light facial marks that prevent a higher grade. 

1880- S MS 66 PCGS. Undeniable Gem quality in a Morgan dollar, 
this S-mint example is free of even the most trivial bagmark. The 
sparkling luster characteristics and smartly impressed features ade¬ 
quately complement the technical superiority. 

1880/9-S MS 66 PCGS. Well struck with brilliant white mint frost 
and few noticeable imperfections. No coins have been certified by 
PCGS (9/99). 

1881 MS 64 NGC. Full frosty surfaces are sharply defined. A few 
tiny luster grazes on the obverse limit the grade. 

1881 MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined and minimally abraded with a 
trace of golden toning. 

1881 MS 63 Deep MirTor Prooflike AN ACS. A conditionally chal¬ 
lenging issue with a Deep Mirror Prooflike finish, the present spec¬ 
imen is quite well preserved for the assigned grade. The otherwise 
untoned surfaces reveal light iridescence about the denticles. 
Sharply struck. 

1881- CC MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous faces present a flashy, snow- 
white appearance. The strike does full justice to this low mintage 
(296,000 pieces) delivery. 

1881-CC MS 65 NGC. Snow-white and fully struck with only minor 
luster grazes on the cheek. 

1881-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Essentially untoned 
throughout, both sides are sharply struck. The richly frosted devices 
float serenely atop the unfathomably deep fields. 

1881-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Sharply struck with 
stark cameo contrast and noticeable light marks.

1881-S MS 64 NGC, five examples, while the strike and luster char¬ 
acteristics befit the issue, each coin displays a few too many wispy 
bagmarks to warrant a full Gem assessment. (Total; 5 coins) 

1881-S MS 64 NGC, two pieces; and (2) 1900-0 MS 64 NGC, all 
four coins are fully brilliant and typically marked for their grades. 
(Total: 4 coins) 


1881-S MS 64 NGC, five examples, all coins are smartly impressed 
and essentially brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 

1881-S MS 65 NGC. Pinpoint striking with some reflectivity and 
thin bands of gold and blue peripheral toning. 
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1881-S MS 65 NGC, two examples, while the first is brilliant, the 
second exhibits somewhat mottled russet-gray toning throughout the 
reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1881-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. An overlay of light, milky patina on 
each side deepens to rich, antique-golden at the borders. A fully orig¬ 
inal example. 

1881- S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Essentially brilliant, 
the vivid faces display the needle sharp definition that typifies the 
issue. The surfaces are free of mentionable contact marks and Lib¬ 
erty’s cheek is conspicuous by its pristine preservation. 

1882 MS 65 PCGS. Sharply struck with full, but muted luster and a 
thin streak of dark toning on the reverse. 

1882- CC MS 65 NGC. Untoned and devoid of distracting bagmarks, 
this is a lovely Gem representative of this popular CC-mint delivery. 

1882-CC MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant white and sharply 
defined with normal marks for the grade. 

1882-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck with glassy, mirror¬ 
like fields, and a minimum of contact marks. 

1882-0 MS 64 PCGS. Well defined for the issue with minimal 
imperfections and bright white luster. 

1882- S MS 66 PCGS. Superb frosty brilliance with considerable 
reflectivity and few noticeable impairments. 

1883 MS 65 PCGS. Snow-white and untoned, the surfaces are 
extremely clean and free of all but the most insignificant abrasions. 

1883 MS 65 PCGS. The rich endowment of frosty luster cartwheels 
gracefully around the silver-white faces. Mark-free, the smooth sur¬ 
faces allow for full appreciation of the sharply impressed features.

1883-0 MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous and white wi* a hint of peripheral 
toning and few marks. 

1883-0 MS 65 PCGS. Boldly defined and lustrous-white wi* min¬ 
imal imperfections. 

1883-0 MS 65 PCGS. The satiny faces exhibit pleasing definition 
for a product of *e New Orleans Mint. Al*ough essentially bril¬ 
liant, *e smoo* surfaces show a decided golden cast. 

1883-0 MS 66 NGC. A sparkling, near-perfect example of this pop¬ 
ular O-mint issue. The surfaces are brilliant and *e striking details 
are quite sharp. A must-see for anyone who needs a high grade O- 
mint dollar for type purposes. 

1883- 0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Slightly soft on *e hair over Liber¬ 
ty’s ear wi* some cameo contrast and light imperfections. 

1884 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A pleasing piece wi* a 
bold strike and a fully brilliant appearance. The deeply mirrored 
fields accentuate *e few minor abrasions. 

1884- CC MS 64 PCGS. The richly frosted faces present a blinding 
appearance. Every last hair strand and breast fea*er stands out in 
sharp contrast to its closest neighbor. 

1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Bright and frosty overall wi* a full strike. 
Minimally marked, a no-questions Gem.

The multicolored crescent that dominates the 
right obverse field is undoubtedly the result of bag toning. The bal¬ 
ance of the surfaces exhibit a snow-white appearance and both sides 
are smooth and mark-free throughout. 

344 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. Colorfully toned on the obverse in varie¬ 
gated green, red, and gold tones. The reverse is brilliant, indicating 
this was probably an end coin in a paper roll for many years. A 
“must-see” item for the toning collector 

345 1884-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A lovely cameo exam¬ 
ple, the watery fields accentuate the boldly impressed, heavily frost¬ 
ed devices.

359 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. White and lustrous with an average strike and 
the normal imperfections one might expect of the grade. 

360 1886-S MS 63 NGC. Noticeably abraded on the obverse with good 
luster and a sharp strike. 

361 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. A bright, well struck example of this scarcer 
date that would certainly be a higher grade except for a small abra¬ 
sion on the cheek and a milling mark on the reverse. 

362 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and highly lustrous, as are most 
Uncirculated examples of this low mintage issue, but exhibiting far 
fewer abrasions than are normally seen. 
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363 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. Pale golden-gray patination hardly inhibits 
the effulgent frosty luster. The razor sharp strike does full justice to 
a product of the California branch mint. 

364 1887 MS 62 PCGS; 1901-0 MS 61 PCGS, spectacular multicolored 
toning on the reverse; 1901-0 MS 62 PCGS; 1901-0 MS 64 PCGS; 
1902-0 MS 61 PCGS; and a 1904 MS 61 PCGS, all brilliant unless 
mentioned. (Total: 6 coins) 

365 1887/6 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck and frosty-white with a small 
stain on the eagle’s left (facing) wing. 

366 1887/6 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck and almost clean enough to merit 
full Gem status. The lunule of the 6 is just visible at the bottom of 
the 7 to the unaided eye. 

367 1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. VAM-2. Top 100 
Variety. Deeply mirrored throughout, the faces are untoned and nice¬ 
ly preserved. The strike is free of criticism and elicits every last 
design element. 

368 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Softly struck in the centers, as usual, with 
silky mint luster. Mostly brilliant with a few wisps of golden patina 
on the reverse. 

369 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Brilliant throughout, the obverse shows 
numerous small to medium sized abrasions that are consistent with 
the grade. The reverse, however, is easily of Gem quality. Weakly 
defined over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast feathers. 

370 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Quite well defined for a product of the 
Louisiana branch mint. Brilliant throughout. 

371 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Pale, even patina covers each side with strong 
underlying mint luster. Weakly defined. 

372 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Brilliant and softly struck with fewer abra¬ 
sions than one would expect for the grade. 

373 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Untoned on the obverse, while the reverse dis¬ 
plays intermingled blue-gray and antique-lavender hues. An average 
strike for the issue and grade. 

374 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Weakly struck and brilliant on the obverse 
with a richly toned reverse that displays electric-blue peripheral pati¬ 
na about the smoky-russet center. 

375 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Well struck for the issue with bright, untoned 
surfaces and sparkling mint luster. 

376 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Almost completely brilliant and quite flashy 
with nearly complete striking details. 

377 1887-0 MS 63 NGC. Brilliant except at the rim, where the coin 
obviously must have resided in a paper roll for many years. Average 
striking details for the issue. 

378 1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, lustrous surfaces with slight weakness 
in the centers. 

379 1887-0 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and untoned, with above average cen¬ 
tral details for the issue. 

380 1887/6-0 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and bright with a nice strike. 
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381 1887-S MS 64 PCGS. Sharply impressed with bright, satiny luster, 
a single contact mark is noted on Liberty’s cheek. 

382 1887-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Mottled gold and russet toning with 
noticeable marks on Liberty’s face that limit the grade. 

383 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Superb, bright luster and completely untoned, 
the reverse exhibits full gem quality. Only a couple of minor marks 
on Liberty’s neck limit the grade. 

384 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant-white with slight central weakness 
and a few small marks. 

385 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. The smoky-champagne toning that envelops 
the reverse assumes a somewhat mottled appearance over the 
obverse. The underlying surfaces reveal memorable preservation 
that is indicative of an even higher grade designation. 

386 1889 MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined and remarkably free from abra¬ 
sions with subdued, satin-like luster. 

387 1889 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with much of the look 
of an even higher graded coin. 

388 1889-0 MS 64 NGC. Bright, satiny, and extremely clean for the 
grade, but just a trifle soft, as is normal, in the centers. 

389 1889-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Superior contrast, 
the fields are deeply mirrored and the devices heavily frosted. A 
number of small contact marks are seen over the obverse that limit 
the grade. Brilliant and untoned. 

390 1889-S MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp definition and essentially brilliant 
faces characterize this conservatively graded S-mint example. 

391 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Almost completely brilliant with dazzling, 
lustrous surfaces. Only a mark on the eagle’s breast prevents a Gem 
grade. 

392 1889-S MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. This brilliant representative is curi¬ 
ously smooth for the assigned grade. Pleasing overall definition fur¬ 
ther supports this coin’s claim to a near-Gem assessment. 

393 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Quite frosty for the issue with a couple of 
noticeable contact marks on each side. White and completely 
untoned. 

394 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with mini mal abrasions and no ton¬ 
ing. A sharp looking example of this scarcer P-mint Morgan. 

395 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and untoned with minim al imper¬ 
fections for the grade. 

396 1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. A scarcer CC-mint issue, and popular as 
such. Thick mint luster rolls contiguously beneath the light golden 
iridescence that blankets both sides. The faces are devoid of indi¬ 
vidually distracting contact marks. 

397 1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. The light toning hardly inhibits one’s appre¬ 
ciation of the swirling frosty luster. As befits the grade, the smooth 
surfaces reveal no disconcerting abrasions. 

398 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous with no mentionable marks. 
The central devices are a little softly defined. 

399 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant luster and a stronger than average 
strike for this often weakly impressed issue. 

400 1890-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Quite a scarce dollar 
to locate with deeply reflective fields, only 98 pieces have been seen 
by PCGS in this grade and another 11 finer. The devices are fully 
defined with sharp breast feathers on the reverse. Nicely mirrored, 
there is no toning on either side. 

401 1891 MS 64 PCGS. A fully brilliant and frosty specimen with a typ¬ 
ical count of small abrasions. 


402 1891 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous but a little soft in the center of the 
obverse. The surfaces are clean for the grade with no mentionable 
marks. 

403 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with an adequate strike and nor¬ 
mal imperfections. 

404 1891-CC MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant with appealing mint 
frost on the central devices. A couple of noticeable marks are seen 
on Liberty’s cheek. 

405 1891-0 MS 63 PCGS. Better struck than usual. 

406 1891-S MS 64 NGC. Both sides are mostly brilliant with a light 
coating of pastel-golden color. Well struck. 

407 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and well defined for the issue with a 
trace of golden toning and two marks on Liberty’s face that limit the 
grade. 

408 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant with a few small scattered abrasions. 

409 1892 MS 64 PCGS. A white and fully frosted specimen that is also 
well struck. 

410 1892-0 MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant-white with some reflectivity and 
slight weakness in the hair over Liberty’s ear, but a much better than 
normal strike for the issue. 

411 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. A creamy, white Morgan dollar that has a clean 
cheek and surfaces. The striking characteristics are rather typical for 
this New Orleans issue, as it is noticeably soft at the centers on both 
sides. 

412 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Atypically bold for the issue and displaying 
frosty, white surfaces. Several noticeable marks are noted on the 
obverse. 

413 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Slight weakness in the hair over Liberty’s ear, 
as normal for the issue, with traces of scattered, light toning. 

414 1892-S AU 50 PCGS. Softly struck above Liberty’s ear with sever¬ 
al mentionable contact marks, but the untoned surfaces retain gener¬ 
ous amounts of the original mint luster. In lower grades, the ‘92-S 
can be considered a relatively common issue, but pieces grading 
above XF are scarce and always in demand. Mint State examples, of 
course, are among the most sought after Morgan dollar issues. 

415 1893 MS 64 PCGS. An above average strike with white mint frost 
and light marks on Liberty’s face that limit the grade. 

416 1893-S VF 25 PCGS. Despite moderate circulation, this is an attrac¬ 
tive representation of this legendary Morgan dollar rarity. The other¬ 
wise slate-gray patina assumes a decided lavender cast over the 
obverse. The few light circulation marks hardly limit this coin’s 
potential to form the centerpiece of any circulated Morgan dollar 
collection. An important lot and one that is worthy of a strong bid. 

417 1894 MS 64 NGC. The 1894 has always been a favorite among dol¬ 
lar collectors. It is elusive in the better grades of Uncirculated, a fact 
explained in large part by its low mintage of only 110,972 pieces. 
This piece is sharply struck with remarkably clean surfaces and no 
toning. As such, it represents a rare opportunity for the dollar col¬ 
lector. Population: 46 in 64, 3 finer. 

418 1894-0 MS 63 PCGS. The satiny surfaces exhibit a few too many 
contact marks to warrant a near-Gem designation. Essentially 
untoned, both sides reveal noticeable striking softness on Liberty’s 
ear, the surrounding hair, and the eagle’s breast that typifies Morgan 
dollars from the New Orleans Mint. Nevertheless, this is an impor¬ 
tant Mint State representative of this conditionally challenging 
delivery. (See Color Photo) 

419 1894-0 MS 64 PCGS. Normal central softness with full luster and 
slight peripheral toning. Conditionally scarce in Choice and finer 
conditions with only 6 pieces certified finer by NGC and PCGS 
combined (9/99). 

420 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with a touch of softness 
in the hair over Liberty’s ear. 
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421 1896-0 MS 62 NGC. A few wispy abrasions interrupt the soft, frost¬ 
ed mint luster that flows over both sides of this scarce mint state dol¬ 
lar. Better struck than most, each side is lightly toned. 

422 1896-S MS 63 NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with dazzling mint 
luster. A scarce S-mint issue and one that is rarely seen above the MS 
63-64 grade level. 

423 1897 MS 64 PCGS. Bright white luster with a few light marks and 
sharp definition. 

424 1897-0 MS 62 PCGS. Quite well impressed for a product of the 
Louisiana branch mint, the strike wanes only slightly on the hair 
above Liberty’s ear. Ample mint luster cartwheels about both sides, 
although the number of bagmarks typifies the low Mint State desig¬ 
nation. Scarcely offered finer, Uncirculated representatives of this 
issue are always in demand among advanced Morgan dollar collec¬ 
tors. (See Color Photo) 

425 1897-0 MS 62 PCGS. The strike is average for the issue, although 
both sides exhibit pleasing satin luster. Essentially brilliant and quite 
attractive for the assigned grade. 

426 1897-0 MS 63 PCGS. Comparable to the 1896-0 in overall appear¬ 
ance and difficulty in mint condition, this ‘97-0 is definitely a cut 
above the usually encountered specimen. This is really quite a nice 
coin for the grade with soft satin-like luster that is similar to the fin¬ 
ish found on 1898-0 dollars. The striking details are well defined, 
although not quite complete on the reverse, 'typically abraded, this 
is a Select example of this difficult O-mint issue. 

427 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with slight, central obverse softness 
and luster grazes. 


428 1898 MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant-white example, as fresh as the day it 
was struck. Boldly impressed overall. 

429 1898 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, the centers are not quite 
fully defined. 

430 1898 MS 65 PCGS. Well detailed with bright white luster and nor¬ 
mal light marks. 

431 1898 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A lovely Prooflike Morgan, both the 
obverse and the reverse exhibit crisp definition and nicely preserved 
features.

A satiny, clean-cheeked example that lacks 
just enough luster to fall short of a Choice classification. 

Lustrous and nearly brilliant, there is a trace of a 
fingerprint on the lower obverse. 

436 1899 MS 63 NGC. An attractive coin for the grade, the vibrant, 
untoned faces reveal crisp delineation throughout. 

437 1899 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, well struck, and moderately abraded. 

438 1899 MS 63 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant.

447 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS, ten examples, all coins are either brilliant or 
lightly toned and display above average definition for the issue.

448 1899-0 MS 65 PCGS. Proponents of originality really need to see 
this coin’s multicolored iridescence. The golden-green, orange-rus¬ 
set, electric-blue, and antique-copper patina that blankets both sides 
hardly inhibits the intensity of the underlying cartwheel sheen.

454 1900-0 MS 64 NGC, five examples, all are heavily frosted, brilliant, 
and sharply struck. (Total: 5 coins) 

455 1900-0 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and essentially untoned with a few 
minor contact marks on each side. 

456 1900-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and brilliant with a few small, 
scattered abrasions. 

457 1901 MS 61 NGC. Despite the grade, both sides are curiously free 
of sizeable bagmarks for the assigned grade. Although modestly 
frosted, the subdued surfaces seem to account for the low Mint State 
assessment Noteworthy definition on the hair over Liberty’s ear 
enhances the eye appeal of the brilliant faces. A popular and rare P- 
mint delivery, Uncirculated survivors are always in demand among 
advanced Morgan dollar collectors. 
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458 1901 MS 62 ANACS. Golden iridescence envelops both sides and 
yields to blushes of russet coloration in isolated areas about the den¬ 
ticles. A pleasing cartwheel sheen accompanies the nicely impressed 
features. A few wispy bagmarks account for the grade, but the con¬ 
ditionally challenging status of this P-mint issue should confirm the 
present example’s widespread acceptance among advanced Morgan 
dollar collectors. 

459 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with uncommonly clean surfaces. 

460 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny brilliance characterizes both sides of this 
20th century Morgan. Both Liberty’s cheek and the surrounding 
field are devoid of bothersome bagmarks. 

461 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant luster with clean surfaces. Some 
light border color shows on the obverse, a more pronounced tone 
shows on the reverse. 

462 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and satiny with a few minor marks. 

463 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Bright luster with some central weakness and 
touches of peripheral toning. 

464 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. The bold strike and smooth surfaces are free 
of criticism and fully deserving of the respected Gem grade desig¬ 
nation. An original specimen, mottled champagne-gray patina blan¬ 
kets both sides, but the underlying luster radiates forth with undi¬ 
minished intensity. 

465 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering white luster with central weak¬ 
ness as normal for the issue.

466 1898 PR 63 NGC. This is a lovely cameo proof dollar that displays 
deeply reflective fields and heavily frosted devices. Scattered hair¬ 
lines, as well as slide marks across Liberty’s cheek, preclude a near- 
Gem designation. Untoned save for the right obverse periphery, the 
faces display razor sharp definition that does full justice to George

467 1904 PR 65 NGC. Even though darkly toned, examination under a 
light reveals a multitude of rich, deep colors that make up the over¬ 
all impression one receives when viewing this piece. The proof mir¬ 
rors in the fields are very deep and when angled just so enliven the 
surfaces and give them even more color and visual interest A solid 
Gem proof.

468 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant with a couple of larger marks on the 
face and neck of Liberty. The devices are quite well defined 

469 1922 MS 64 NGC, four coins, all are fully brilliant and exhibit a typ¬ 
ical number of small contact marks commonly seen on Choice 
examples. (Total: 4 coins) 

470 1922 MS 65 NGC. Frosty luster and well struck, one contact mark 
is noted on Liberty’s chin.

An undeniably original survivor, the mottled 
rose-wine and golden iridescence is somewhat deeper over the 
obverse. The sharp strike is noteworthy for an S-mint example.

The effulgent, yellow-gold faces exhibit rich frosty 
luster and no detracting contact marks. The bold strike does full jus¬ 
tice to every last design element. (See Color Photo) 

498 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64 NGC. Bright and satiny 
with light reddish-golden patina. 

499 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Champagne-rose iridescence deco¬ 
rates both sides of this original near-Gem. The carefully preserved 
faces are suggestive of an even higher grade. 

500 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Both sides display rich orange-gold 
coloration and pleasing definition. Swirling mint frost rounds out the 
eye appeal of this gold comment. 

501 1922 Grant MS 64 PCGS. The strike is bold and neither side dis¬ 
plays mentionable surface disruptions. Rich orange-gold coloration 
dominates both the obverse and the reverse.

503 1852-C AU 53 PCGS. A scarce Charlotte issue with a mintage of 
less than 10,000 pieces. The orange-gold surfaces are generally free 
from any noticeable abrasions, except for one milling mark in front 
of the chin of Liberty and a rim irregularity between 10 and 11 
o’clock on the obverse. (See Color Photo) 

504 1852-D—Repaired, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. 
Despite obvious mishandling, this is a suitable representative of this 
scarce D-mint gold dollar with an original mintage of only 6,360 
pieces. Nicely detailed despite light wear across the highpoints, the 
surfaces reveal an effulgent yellow-gold appearance. Interesting 
clashmarks are noted in the right obverse field. 

505 1853 MS 62 PCGS. A suitable Mint State type candidate, the orange- 
gold faces display noteworthy striking and luster qualities through¬ 
out. There are no individually disconcerting contact marks. 

506 1854 Type Two—Scratched—ANACS. Ungraded on the holder, we 
estimate that this possesses XF details. Bright, well defined surfaces, 
hints of luster remain in the protected areas. Several scratches are 
seen on the obverse. 

507 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Just a hint of wear shows on the high¬ 
points, as does some softness of strike in the centers. 

508 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Slight weakness at the central areas 
with nearly full luster and a few small imperfections. 

509 1855-0 AU 55 PCGS. The single O-mint representative of this 
three-year type, one of 55,000 pieces struck. This example displays 
nicely toned orange-gold surfaces with better than average sharp¬ 
ness. 


1855-0 AU 55 PCGS. With a respectable mintage (by early New 
Orleans Mint standards), this Type Two gold dollar’s condition rari¬ 
ty certainly stems from widespread circulation throughout the ante¬ 
bellum South. Scarce in all Mint State levels of preservation, the pre¬ 
sent Choice About Uncirculated survivor is a pleasant departure 
from the often-encountered, heavily worn representative. The sur¬ 
faces display remnants of a modest prooflike finish despite scattered 
contact marks and overall scuffiness. While the central reverse dis¬ 
plays hallmark incompleteness of strike, the balance of the features 
are suitably delineated. Tan-gold coloration rounds out the appear¬ 
ance of this desirable specimen. (See Color Photo) 

1858-S AU 58 NGC. This is the first ‘58-S gold dollar we have han¬ 
dled in some time. Only 10,000 pieces were struck, and it is seldom 
that AU and Mint State examples are offered. This is a well defined 
example whose defects are only apparent when examined under a 
glass. Both obverse and reverse shimmer with bright mint luster and 
each side is covered in rich reddish-golden patina. 

1861 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with creamy luster and the look 
of a higher grade. 

1870-S MS 60 ANACS. With an original delivery of only 3,000 
pieces, it is little wonder that this S-mint gold dollar is elusive in all 
levels of Mint State preservation. Free of numerous bagmarks, the 
subdued appearance of the surfaces seems to account for the MS 60 
assessment. Nevertheless, this is a suitable representative whose 
orange-gold coloration and sharply impressed features would do jus¬ 
tice to any advanced assembly of gold coinage. 

1889 MS 64 NGC. Bright and sharp with a hint of prooflikeness 
showing in the obverse field. A few tiny marks are seen on the 
obverse including a small scrape under the ER of AMERICA, and 
some planchet roughness shows on the reverse rim at 8 o’clock. 

1889 MS 66 PCGS. This is a simply beautiful coin from both tech¬ 
nical and aesthetic viewpoints. Both the obverse and the reverse are 
devoid of even the most trivial surface disruption. As befits the low 
mintage (29,000 business strikes) issue, the sharply struck devices 
speak volumes for the care with which the Philadelphia Mint pro¬ 
duced this specimen. Swirling mint frost and pleasing champagne- 
gold coloration round out the eye appeal of this important last-year 
gold dollar. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

1847-0 AU 55 PCGS. An elusive New Orleans issue despite its 
rather high mintage, with pieces grading above XF only infrequent¬ 
ly seen. This piece shows an unusually strong strike on the central 
devices, and the surfaces are remarkably free from abrasions. 

1850- D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Many of the 
12,100 quarter eagles that emerged from the Dahlonega Mint in 
1850 saw heavy, often terminal circulation throughout the antebel¬ 
lum South. While the subdued sandy-gold surfaces betray an old 
cleaning, this is a rather attractive coin that should be of obvious 
importance to budget-minded gold specialists. Nicely detailed save 
for the eagle’s neck feathers and the star centrils. 

1851- 0 VF 20 ANACS. Doubled Date. An average strike for the 
issue with characteristic reverse softness and some luster adhering. 
Few significant imperfections are evident for this issue that is scarce 
in all grades, but one of the more available O-mint quarter eagles. 

1861 MS 63 PCGS. Repunched 18 in the date. Lustrous, richly toned 
surfaces and sharply struck throughout with a few surface blemish¬ 
es that account for the grade. Popular Civil War era issue. 

1899 MS 62 PCGS. Razor sharp and quite flashy for the assigned 
grade. 

1902 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with full, satiny luster and a few 
light marks that limit the grade. 

1903 MS 65 PCGS. A superior example of this popular type coin. 
The surfaces are bright and highly lustrous, fully struck, and show 
only the tiniest imperfections. A premium specimen. 

1904 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with brilliant luster, few imper¬ 
fections for the grade, and the appearance of a higher graded coin. 
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524 1905 MS 61 PCGS. Sharply struck with mottled yellow-gold color 
and the appearance of a higher graded coin. 

525 1905 MS 64 PCGS. This well struck example has appealing, satiny 
luster and rich golden overtones, with very few detracting surface 
marks. 

526 1905 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly defined and lustrous with few marks and 
approaching the Gem category. 

527 1905 MS 65 PCGS. A Gem type coin that displays rich, lustrous sur¬ 
faces that are bright and untoned. Virtually flawless with immediate 
and lasting eye appeal. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

528 1908 MS 64 NGC. A lovely example of this first year of issue that is 
remarkably clean and possessed of a rich antique-golden color. 

529 1909 MS 62 PCGS. Very well struck and fairly free of marks for the 
grade. 

530 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Rich antique-golden patina and well struck 
overall. One mark on the Indian’s upper lip limits the grade. 

531 1910 MS 63 NGC. Satiny with uniform golden color and a few 
minor abrasions on the reverse. 

532 1911 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous yellow-gold surfaces with central 
devices that are frosty and very well struck. 

533 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with rich rose-gold color over most 
of the coin. A sharp looking example of a date that is difficult in MS

Fully struck, the surfaces display pleasing luster 
characteristics and yellow-gold coloration. 

539 1915 MS 64 NGC. This is a radiant near-Gem survivor whose 
orange-gold faces exhibit razor sharp definition throughout. The dis¬ 
traction-free surfaces are suggestive of an even higher grade. 

540 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous champagne-copper highlights over¬ 
lay the otherwise orange-gold surfaces. The bold strike sets this coin 
apart from its numerous poorly produced brethren. 

541 1926 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely near-Gem type coin that has bright, 
sparkling mint luster and amazingly clean surfaces for this normally 
heavily bagmarked type. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

542 1854 MS 62 PCGS. A sharply struck example of this popular, first- 
year issue three dollar. The design is remarkably well defined and 
the surfaces display soft, frosted mint luster with an even layer of 
reddish patina. There are no reportable abrasions on either side in 
spite of a grade that might indicate otherwise. 

543 1878 AU 58 PCGS. Generally well struck with medium orange-gold 
color, and showing a small patch of marks on the obverse device. 
Popular type coin. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

544 1843-0—Damaged, Cleaned—AN ACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
The damage is confined to the upper obverse field, but scattered 
hairlines are noted throughout All major features are, nevertheless, 
adequately defined and the surfaces reveal honey-gold coloration. A 
scarce branch min t issue, this example is a survivor from an original 
delivery of 36,209 coins. 

545 1846 AU 53 PCGS. This is a pleasing, lightly worn survivor of this 
early Coronet half eagle. Despite scattered circulation marks, the 
modestly reflective fields are still readily visible at all light angles. 
The bold strike elicits every last detail of Christian Gobrecht’s work¬ 
horse design. 

546 1885-S MS 64 NGC. The paucity of Gem quality survivors ensures 
the popularity of just-miss examples among attentive gold collec¬ 
tors. Premium quality for the grade, the present specimen displays 
swirling min t bloom and the bold impression that typifies the issue. 

547 1886 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with satiny surfaces and a typical 
number of small abrasions for the grade. Scarce in Mint State. 

548 1886-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, satiny fields. An 
attractive, typically abraded coin for the grade. 

549 1887-S MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with light reddish-golden color. 
Very scarce any finer. Population: 102 in 63,7 finer. 

550 1891-CC MS 62 PCGS. A popular CC-mint delivery among gold 
collectors, this survivor displays swirling luster and rich definition. 
The otherwise yellow-gold faces exhibit a pleasing champagne tint 
at select light angles.

Slight weakness on a few of the stars; otherwise, 
well struck with normal small marks for the grade. 

561 1905 MS 64 NGC. Well defined with bright luster and a few small 
imperfections. 

562 1905-S AU 58 PCGS. Sharply struck with full luster and only slight 
rubbing. This scarcer date piece is very close to the Uncirculated cat¬ 
egory. 

563 1907-D MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and bright, the surfaces display the 
sharp strike that typifies many late date Coronet gold issues. 
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564 1907-D MS 65 PCGS. Shimmering, original reddish-gold surfaces

707 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. The obverse displays light mottled 
patination throughout, but the reverse is essentially brilliant. This is 
a frosty near-Gem survivor of this conditionally challenging com¬ 
memorative issue.

726 1923-S Monroe MS 65 PCGS. Boldly struck for the issue with an 
overlay of deep gray-brown and green toning on both sides. The 
obverse is somewhat streaky. A difficult commemorative to find in 
Gem condition. (See Color Photo) 

727 1926 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Smoky-gold toning dominates the 
obverse, the reverse is essentially untoned. The mark-free surfaces 
are indicative of the Gem grade assessment and allow for full appre¬ 
ciation of the swirling cartwheel luster. 

728 1934-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned. 

729 1937-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous with mot¬ 
tled light toning. 

730 1937-D Oregon MS 67 PCGS. Muted luster beneath silver-gray ton¬ 
ing with no significant marks. 

731 1938-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Scattered russet toning over full lus¬ 
ter with sharp definition and few imperfections. 

732 1939 Oregon MS 64 PCGS. Bright and untoned with a couple of 
horizontal marks on the obverse. 
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733 1939-D Oregon MS 64 PCGS. A fully brilliant, untoned example of 
this scarcer Oregon issue. 

734 1939-S Oregon MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and untoned with bold def¬ 
inition and few marks. 

735 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 NGC. Light patina overlays both 
sides of this lustrous example. With smooth, essentially mark-free 
surfaces, this is an undeniable Gem representative of this condition¬ 
ally challenging commemorative delivery. 

736 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. A lustrous example whose otherwise bril¬ 
liant surfaces are draped in a light layer of golden patina around the 
margins. The tops of the peripheral letters show some fadeaway 
around the margins on each side. 

737 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Superb mint luster and showing no ton¬ 
ing on either side. An attractive and problem-free example. 

738 1936 Rhode Island MS 64 Prooflike NGC. One of the rarely seen 
prooflike strikings from Philadelphia. No actual proofs are known, 
but pieces with a prooflike finish such as this are highly desirable 
and worth a significant premium. The fields and devices are uni¬ 
formly brilliant with no variation in hue on either, and no frost on the 
devices—-just a sheet of shimmering silver over each side. Definite¬ 
ly worth a look by the commemorative experts in the audience. 

739 1936-D Rhode Island MS 64 NGC. Originally toned, a couple of 
small marks are noted on the obverse. 

740 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Original argent-gray patina 
with subtle golden highlights. Well impressed overall. 

741 1937 Roanoke MS 66 PCGS. White in the central area of the obverse 
with russet peripheral toning and overall russet reverse toning. The 
strike is bold and no distracting marks are evident. 

742 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous with average 
definition and few significant impairments. 

743 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 NGC. Soft rose-gray patina overall. 
One dark spot is seen on Lee’s horse’s neck. 

744 1935 Texas MS 65 NGC. Barely toned at the borders with pro¬ 
nounced matte-like surfaces. 


745 1935-D Texas MS 66 NGC. Light silver-gray patina, the obverse 
possesses a certain reflective quality. 

746 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 64 PCGS, two pieces, (2) 1946-D 
Booker T. Washington MS 64 PCGS; and a 1946-S Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington MS 64 PCGS, three of the five (both P-mints and one D-mint) 
with speckled peripheral toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

747 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS, five examples, two of 
which are brilliant while the remaining three display light mottled 
patination; and a 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS, 
untoned and lustrous, both sides are devoid of unduly distracting 
bagmarks. (Total: 6 coins) 

748 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant in the central 
areas with gold, russet, and cobalt peripheral toning and unusually 
clean surfaces for the issue. 

749 1952 Washington-Carver MS 64 PCGS, nine pieces, all coins dis¬ 
play mottled toning schemes with variegated hues of lilac-gray, 
golden-russet, olive-green, and charcoal. (Total: 9 coins) 

750 1936 York MS 65 PCGS. Well struck for the issue with scattered 
toning that deepens at small areas of the peripheries.

751 1991 Eagle MS 69 PCGS. Near-perfection in this scarcer bullion 
piece. 

752 1991 Eagle MS 69 PCGS. Rich golden toning is seen on both sides 
of this half-ounce bullion piece. 
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753 1991 Eagle MS 69 PCGS. Another richly toned half-ounce piece 

nearing perfection. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


754 1864 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-735, R.5, MS 62 PCGS. The 
reflective surfaces reveal rich crimson and electric-blue highlights 
throughout the obverse. The average strike is typical of the issue. 

755 1872/1 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-870, R.4, MS 64 PCGS. The 
prooflike finish is indicative of the issue. Quite well defined save for 
isolated areas of striking weakness throughout the reverse, the sur¬ 
faces are smooth and indicative of an even higher grade assessment 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 


756 1883 Hawaii Quarter MS 61 PCGS. Largely untoned, the faces 

exhibit swirling mint frost. The strike is bold and the eye appeal is 
noteworthy for the basal Mint State assessment. 

CERTIFIED ERROR 


757 1917 Cent Off-Center AU 53 ANACS. Struck approximately 40- 

45% off-center with extra flan on the lower right of the obverse and 
upper right of the reverse. The surfaces are a pleasing, mellowed 
reddish-brown with the only distraction being a small spot next to 
the C in CENT. 
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
